FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

AVON  PLACE  HOME. 


In  the  history  of  nations  it  is  thought  to  be  a  happy 
period  when  there  are  no  great  events,  no  very  salient 
points,  for  the  historian  to  record  ;  and  if  we  may  compare 
small  things  with  great,  we  may  say  that  the  past  year  in 
the  Avon  Place  Home  has  been  happy  in  its  quiet,  unosten¬ 
tatious  work.  We  are  sure  that  we  have  rescued  children 
who  would  have  suffered  without  our  aid,  and  that  we  have 
comforted  and  encouraged  fathers  and  mothers  who  have 
only  needed  to  cast  off  for  a  few  months  the  care  of  their 
children,  while  they  were  gaining  health,  or  finding  work 
to  support  their  hungry,  ill-clothed  families. 

We  rejoice  that  we  are  free  from  debt,  and  are  grateful 
that  we  have  had  no  death  in  the  Home  the  past  year. 
There  have  been  many  cases  of  light  diseases  common  to 
children,  which  have  needed  care,  but  not  excited  alarm. 
One  little  boy  whose  inheritance  is  consumption  has  been 
skilfully  treated  by  one  of  our  physicians,  and  most  tenderly 
nursed  by  our  matron,  until  he  has  become  a  boy  of  aver¬ 
age  health  and  strength. 

We  were  obliged  to  remove  one  little  girl  because  her 
disease  endangered  the  other  children  ;  and  our  small 
pecuniary  resources  and  limited  space  do  not  allow  us  to 
retain  any  case  of  that  kind.

We  have  received  into  the  Home  in  the  course  of  the 
year  eighteen  children,  in  addition  to  those  whom  we  were 
obliged  to  retain  from  last  year.  Twenty  children  have 
been  removed,  —  some  adopted  by  good  families,  or  taken 
to  be  brought  up  under  proper  influences,  and  others  taken 
by  their  parents  or  relatives  who  have  become  better  able 
to  support  them. 

The  Matron  and  the  Assistant  Matron  have  been  entirely 
satisfactory,  giving  their  time  and  thought  to  the  interests 
of  the  Home,  and  making  wise  suggestions  for  the  work 
of  the  Trustees. 

We  have  had  the  services  of  our  skilful  physicians,  who 
have  been  always  ready  to  answer  every  summons,  and  to 
give  timely  and  cheerful  assistance. 

Two  of  the  Trustees  have  within  the  past  month  visited 
six  of  our  children  for  whom  we  have  found  homes  in 
New  Hampshire. 

One  kind  and  intelligent  woman  has  taken  a  little  girl 
into  her  family,  treating  her  like  a  daughter, — giving  her 
the  common-school  education  which  is  open  to  all,  and,  better 
even  than  that,  the  tenderness  and  care  of  a  mother.  She 
has  interested  herself  in  finding  homes  for  five  other  chil¬ 
dren,  and  the  visiting  Trustees  found  them  on  the  whole 
very  satisfactory. 

The  children  have  been  given,  in  the  course  of  the  past 
summer,  four  health  and  pleasure  excursions,  which,  from 
the  oldest  to  the  youngest,  they  have  enjoyed  heartily.  One 
lady  who,  through  one  of  the  Trustees,  sent  twenty-five 
dollars  for  luxuries  will  be  glad  to  know  that  ten  of  her 
dollars  provided  for  one  excursion. 

Mr.  Tufts,  who  has  for  many  years  given  the  Home  chil¬ 
dren  a  free  excursion  in  his  barge,  remembered  them  again 
this  summer,  taking  them  to  Lily  Point  Grove  in  Waltham, 
where  the  proprietor  of  the  grounds  kindly  gave  the  use  of 
them  for  their  picnic. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  S.  Hanks  invited  our  children  for  a

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day  at  their  summer  home  at  Clifton,  where  everything 
was  done  for  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  little 
ones.  The  Avon  Place  Home  was  only  one  of  many 
noble  charities  thus  remembered. 

The  last  day’s  outing  was  given  by  Hon.  and  Mrs.  J.  M. 
W.  Hall,  who  entertained  them  at  North  Scituate  in  a  way 
well  fitted  to  be  long  remembered.  A  bountiful  dinner  was 
provided,  with  the  many  little  luxuries  which  we  cannot 
furnish  at  our  Home. 

Mrs.  C.  E.  Hubbard  gave  a  delightful  Christmas  party 
to  our  children,  each  one  receiving  a  useful  present,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  charming  entertainment. 

Rev.  Mr.  Mandell,  who  lives  near  the  Home,  has  proved 
himself  a  neighbor  in  the  Bible  sense  of  the  word,  and  has 
many  times  taken  our  children  to  drive  in  his  own  carriage. 
For  all  these  kindly  offerings  to  our  Home  we  feel  the  deep¬ 
est  gratitude. 

This  is  the  bright  side  of  the  picture.  We  are  obliged, 
in  showing  the  other  side,  to  tell  our  friends  that  we  have 
not  sufficient  means  to  keep  our  hearts  from  anxiety,  even 
with  our  present  method  of  conducting  the  Home. 

We  cannot  introduce  the  improvements  which  we  see  in 
similar  Homes  more  richly  endowed,  nor  can  we  do  much 
more  than  give  simple  food  and  shelter  to  the  twenty-five 
or  thirty  children  who  constitute  our  family,  leaving  no 
margin  for  the  modern  plans  of  physical,  as  well  as  moral 
and  mental,  education.  We  are  grateful  for  past  favors,  but 
we  ask  earnestly  for  more. 

In  our  last  Report  we  were  obliged  to  record  the  deaths 
of  our  beloved  President,  Mrs.  Paine,  and  of  our  valued 
associate,  Mrs.  Teele. 

Now  we  mourn  for  the  loss  of  our  Vice-President,  who 
gave  to  us  liberally  of  her  time  and  thought  and  labor. 
Mrs.  Henry  Thayer  entered  into  her  rest,  or  perhaps  we 
ought  to  say,  into  her  higher  and  nobler  service,  in 
December,  soon  after  our  Annual  Meeting.

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Corporation  of  the  Avon 
Place  Trustees,  commonly  known  as  the  Avon  Place  Home, 
of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  the  sum  of 
Dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration. 


BY-LAWS. 


- » - 

Article  I. 

Membership .  —  The  number  of  Corporators  of  this  Corpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  seventeen.  Vacancies  shall  be  caused  by  death,  by 
resignation,  and  by  the  failing  to  attend  for  a  period  of  twelve 
consecutive  months  some  meeting  of  the  Corporation.  When 
such  failure  occurs,  the  Corporation  shall  by  vote  record  the 
fact,  and  declare  the  membership  vacant.  Vacancies  shall  be 
filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  remaining  members.  This 
article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  not  be  altered,  except  by  the  unani¬ 
mous  vote  of  the  Corporators. 

Article  II. 

Common  Seal.  —  The  Common  Seal  of  the  Corporation  shall 
be  circular  in  form,  with  the  year  of  its  creation,  and  the  words, 
“Corporation  of  the  Avon  Place  Trustees,  1874,”  inscribed,  and 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk. 

Article  III. 

Officers.  —  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  and  two  Auditors,  to  be 
chosen  from  the  Corporation  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  some 
adjournment  thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  accept  office.  They  shall 
severally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such  officers,  and  the 
President  and  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  at  the  Annual 
Meeting.  The  Corporators  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint 
committees  to  aid  in  the  convenient  transaction  of  the  business 
of  the  Corporation.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Corporators 
shall  elect,  to  serve  till  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  a  Board  of 
Advisers,  to  consist  of  five  or  more  persons  who  shall  not  be 
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members  of  the  Corporation,  but  who  may  be  called  upon  to 
consult  and  advise  with  the  Corporators,  and  may,  by  vote  of  the 
Corporators,  be  requested  to  meet  with  any  of  their  committees 
or  to  assist  in  their  work.  The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall 
be  audited  as  often  at  least  as  once  every  six  months. 

Article  IV. 

Meetings  of  the  Corporation.  —  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  held  at  the  Avon  Place  Home,  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  November,  at  such  hour  as  the  Corporators  may 
decide.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  every  month  at  some 
convenient  place,  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  or  any  two  Corporators,  upon  two  days’  notice,  to  be 
given  by  the  Clerk.  A  majority  of  all  the  Corporators  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  at  any  annual  meeting.  Seven  Corporators 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Article  V. 

Amendmejits .  —  Articles  II.,  IIP,  and  IV.  of  these  By-Laws 
may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Corporators  at  any 
annual  meeting,  or  at  any  regular  meeting,  when  a  notice  of  the 
proposed  amendment  has  been  given  at  the  previous  regular 
meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  all 
the  Corporators.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES  OF  THE  AVON  PLACE 

HOME,  CAMBRIDGE. 


- ♦ - 

I.  In  admitting  destitute  children  to  the  Home,  preference  shall  be 
given  in  the  following  order  :  First ,  to  orphans  and  foundlings  ;  Second, 
to  those  whose  parents  or  guardians  surrender  them  to  the  Trustees 
for  the  purpose  of  adoption  or  during  their  minority;  and  Third ,  to 
those  not  so  surrendered. 

Boys  over  seven  and  girls  over  twelve  years  of  age  shall  not  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Home  ;  and  if  practicable,  boys  over  nine  and  girls  over 
thirteen  shall  not  remain  at  the  Home. 

Any  child  admitted  to  the  Home  temporarily,  without  the  parent  or 
guardian  giving  up  the  child  to  the  Trustees,  in  writing,  for  the  purpose 
of  adoption  or  during  its  minority,  shall  be  admitted  for  a  definite  time 
only  ;  and  at  the  end  of  that  time,  if  the  same  reasons  continue  to 
exist,  the  Trustees  may  readmit  the  child  for  a  further  definite  time, 
unless  the  child  is  removed  or  given  up  as  above  stated ;  provided  that, 
before  such  second  admission,  the  parent  or  guardian  shall  sign  a 
paper  giving  up  the  child  to  the  Trustees  for  adoption,  unless  it  be  re¬ 
moved  within  six  months  after  the  end  of  the  time  for  which  it  is 
readmitted. 

II.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  no  child  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  Home  without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  two  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Admission,  or,  should  they  be  out  of  the  city,  of  any 
three  Trustees,  and  a  certificate  of  examination  from  the  Visiting 
Physician. 

The  action  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Trustees  for  approval  at  their  next  regular  meeting,  accompanied  by  a 
brief  statement  of  the  circumstances. 

V.  All  the  children  shall  attend  the  same  Protestant  church  and 
Sunday-school,  unless  specially  excused  by  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

VII.  The  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  Home  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays  only ,  from  3  to  5  p.m.,  and  at 
no  other  times,  except  by  a  special  written  permit  from  one  of  the 
Trustees. 

The  nursery  and  playroom  only  shall  be  open  to  the  parents  and 
relatives  of  the  children  except  in  cases  of  sickness. 

Others  interested  in  the  Home  will  be  welcome  at  any  time.
